ONE hundred homes were 
wrecked in 10 seconds yes- 
terday as a 130mph torna- 
do hit a city suburb. 


And the trail of destruction left 
terrified witnesses fearing they 
were seeing *the end of the world". 


The London twister battered its way 
through 10 roads, slicing houses in 
half, peeling off roofs, overturning 
cars, uprooting trees and shaking 
buses as “day turned into night”. 

Its devastating impact, thought to 
have caused tens of millions of pounds 
worth of damage, left streets “looking 
like a scene from a disaster film". 

Other parts of Britain were also 
battered by gales and heavy rain. 

@ A cyclist was struck by a flying gar- 
den shed at Connor Downs in west 
Cornwall and a man was airlifted to 
hospital after a tree smashed down on 
to his camper van in the county. 

e Rail and ferry services were also 
badly hit and Arriva Trains Wales' ser- 
vices were hit by flooding between 
Machynlleth and Aberystwyth. 

@ Some P&O Ferry services between 
Dover and Calais had to be cancelled 
and huge seas battered Blackpool. 

€ In historic York, the River Ouse 
burst its banks and sandbags were 
stacked around the city last night to 
save it from further damage. 


Back in London, terrified passengers 
on a BA jet who saw the twister wreak 
havoc as they flew above feared their 
plane would be sucked out of the sky. 

Miraculously just six people were 
injured by the freak weather, but it left 
hundreds homeless. 

One man was taken to hospital with a 
head injury. Five others were treated at 
the scene for cuts, bruises and shock. 

The tornado hit a square mile of 
Kensal Rise, north London, at 11am. 

Witness Caroline Winterburn said: 
"It suddenly came over very, very 
black. 

"Then there were some 
lightning strikes and thun- 
der, then large hailstones 
started crashing down - 
like something out of a dis- 
aster film." 

Red Dwarf star Danny 
John-Jules, 46, who played 
The Cat in the sci-fi telly 
series was in a café a few 
streets away. He said: “It 
looked like there had been a 
bomb. It's mad." 

Up to 150 children became 
trapped inside Manor 
School in Kensal Rise. One 
teacher said: “All the child- 
ren were screaming. 

"They must have thought 
they were in a scene from 
The Wizard of Oz." 

Mark Bleach, 28, a builder, 
said: "I saw wheelie bins fly- 
ing down the street. Then I 
saw a roof lift up.” 

London Fire Brigade sent 
11 fire crews and around 50 
firefighters to the scene. 

More than 60 flights in 

and out of Heathrow air- 
port were cancelled. 
e The UK has the highest 
number of reported torna- 
does for its land area of any 
country in the world. 

Dr Terence Meaden, of the 
Tornado and Storm 
Research Organisation 
(Torro), said about 70 torna- 
does were reported across 
the UK in 2004 and 2005, 
with 40 so far this year.

Lifeboat

A STRICKEN lifeboat 
crew had to be winched 
to safety after getting 
stuck on a barge they 
were trying to anchor. 

The vessel had 
broken free from a tug 
in Force 10 gales. 

The brand-new 105 
metre-long oil barge 
was left stranded and 
drifting dangerously. 

A lifeboat was 
launched near Seaford, 
Sussex, and the crew 
managed to climb 
aboard the empty 
vessel and drop anchor. 

But the winds were 
so strong the two 
lifeboatmen were 
unable to get back 
aboard their vessel 
and had to be airlifted 
to safety. 

Shoreham Lifeboat 
station mechanic Mark 
Blatcher said the 
lifeboat was being 
perilously tossed 
about in the massive 
waves. 

He said: “The sea was 
extremely rough with 
gusts of up to force ten 
with four to five metre 
swells.” 

Despite their attempts 
to save the barge, it 
broke free again and 
smashed into cliffs.

A WOMAN was saved 
after she fell into a 
raging river while try- 
ing to bury her pet 
goldfish.

Body too radioactive, say clerics 


POISONED spy Alexander 
Litvinenko’s dying wish 
for a Muslim funeral was 
turned down because his 
body was too radioactive 
to go into the mosque. 

On his deathbed, the KGB 
defector had reportedly asked for 
a full Muslim ceremony. 

But authorities at Regent's Park 
Mosque in central London 
yesterday said they could not take 
the radiation-ravaged body, even 
though it was in a lead-lined coffin. 

Instead, a private funeral service 
was held for family and friends at 
Highgate cemetery, north London. 

The service was said to be 
non-denominational, but was

interrupted by an Imam performing 
a Muslim prayer. Litvinenko, 43, is 
said to have converted to Islam just 
days before he died. 

He also reportedly became a 
British citizen — using the fake 
name “Edwin Carter" — in October. 

Risk 

Yesterday Walter Litvinenko 
fought back tears as Muslim leaders 
told him they could not risk having 
his son’s body, contaminated with 
lethal polonium 210, in the mosque. 

But the Health Protection Agency 
said the coffin posed no public dan- 
ger as long as it was sealed. 

Mourners at the funeral were led 
by Litvinenko’s widow Marina and

their 12-year-old son Anatoly. 
Pallbearers included Litvinenko’s 
friends Alex Goldfarb and Chechen 
separatist Akhmed Zakayev. 

Walter spoke in Russian at his 
son’s graveside before an Imam 
performed Muslim rites. 

Litvinenko’s friend Vladimir 
Bukovsky then revealed how the 
murdered spy asked that his body 
eventually be moved to Chechnya, a 
mainly Muslim country. 

Bukovsky said: “On his deathbed 
he asked to be buried when the war 
is over in Chechen soil. He was a 
fierce defender of Chechnya.” 

Alex Goldfarb said: “Officials had 
told the family that had they wanted 
to cremate the body they would 
have first had to wait 22 years for 
the radioactive material to decay.” 

Russian authorities yesterday 

revealed that they have opened 
a criminal investigation into 
Litvinenko’s poisoning. 

And they are also investi- 
gating the attempted 
killing of Dmitry Kovtun. 

Kovtun — who yesterday 
fell into a coma in a 
Moscow hospital - was one 
the businessmen 
Litvinenko met in London 
on the day he fell ill.
